THE USEFUL ALPHABET. 
There are all kinds of methods for teaching children how to 
read, some of them involving learning without knowing the alpha­ 
bet. 
The children do learn to read that way, of course, but a 
strange difficulty is suggested by the librarian of the Library of 
Congress. 
Many people come to Hie institution every day, says 
that official, who do not know how to use the dictionary. 
Not 
knowing the letters of the alphabet in their consecutive order, such 
persons are totally at a loss as to how to look up a word. 
This means that an otherwise well educated person would be 
helpless in trying to use many reference words, bibliographies, 
books with alphabetical index or table of contents. 
Of course, a 
really intelligent person could learn the alphabet for himself as 
Boon as he found the need for it. 
But the habit of using it in 
connection with the dictionary might be more difficult to acquire 
than persons accustomed to the system from childhood would be­ 
lieve. 
Perhaps the educators who wish to eliminate the alphabet 
from the child’s early school days intend to evolve an alphabet- 
less dictionary. 
In the meanwhile, learning the 26 letters in the 
old-fashioned way seems rather essential. 


BLESSED CHORES. 
Chores, particularly farm chores, are not ordinarily thought of 
as a blessing. 
But they are. 
Read this little sermon, preached j“ 
out of his own •experience by a successful business man: 
“It is an excellent thing for a boy or girl, or for anybody for 
that matter, to be compelled by sheer force of circumstances to 
perform some Risk regularly each day that they know cannot be 
evaded. 
“I deplore the passing of ‘chore time’ in America. It was hard, 
but it helped to make rugged men who could stand the gaff like 
heroes in later life. Too many fellows are growing up with very 
little sense of responsibility. 
Unable to carry a man’s load they 
resort to trickery, evasion and bluffing, and end in failure. 
A 
bluffer may fool part of the people part of the time, but he simply 
cannot fool all of the people all of the time. 
“Boys from the farm succeed in the city because they have 
been disciplined to hard woik. They never think of dodging a dis­ 
agreeable task because they must face the consequences at once 
on a farm. 
A boy on a farm cannot, for instance, postpone the 
milking of the cows without something happening. Knowing this 
he never thinks of trying to evade that task.” 
Ii is the drudgery that gives strength, physical, mental and 
moral. And, says the same practical authority, “A man can find 
satisfaction in drudgery by getting the right kind of work.” The 
drudgery is transformed by purpose and vision. 
Employers complain that young men today, however “likely” 
they may seem on first inspection, lack stamina. It is quite possi­ 
ble that the main trouble with those young fellows is, they have 
never had enough chores to do.

HAVE been an actress for thirty odd years, 
but the proud 'st, the most inspired moment of 
my life was when, as president of the Chorus 
Equity Association, I attended the State Federa­ 
tion of Labor convention at Syracuse- not as an 
artiste-som ething particularly precious and re­ 
moved from the common herd—but as a Laborer 
among laborers. 
It is madness to say that acting is not a trade. 
Che production of anything necessary to the 
*vorid is labor and must be learned. 
This sad 
ald world needs comedians, people with the secret 
jf joy and of the expression of joy in their being. 
It is the hardest of tasks to make an audience 
'augh. Audiences do not laugh because they want 
r>, but because they can’t help it. 
It takes 
fears of study and thought to learn how to de- 
nand that laugh. 
That is why I want my own 
horns people to feel the independence, the pride 
aid self-respect which comes only to the true 
artisan who has begun at the bottom and learned 
os way step by step to the top. 
That self-respect 
I what I know their spiritual and actual affilia- 
ion with labor will give them. 
Those who, for 
eason* best unmentioned, did not want us to 
Adiate with the American Federation of Labor, 
liked of the impossibility of temperamental 
rtists creating while connected with anything so 
fordid as labor—it must have been the sordidness 
f sure pay and decent treatment to which they 
tferred. 
Michael Angilo learned his trade; he 
mc a laborer and he got a laborer’s pay. 
There 
rere labor unions in Rome in those days and I 
in sure ho was a member. 
I never heard that it 
oft a taint on his art. 


Dream of a Life Work 


All my life it has been my dream to form an 
isfeciation of chorus people which would bring 
Hie chorus back to the position it occupied in the 
lid days—as a training school, an apprenticeship 
for bigger work. 
When I started in the chorus 
It was where all young actors learned their trade. 
Some of the best known people of the profes- 
lion of today came from the chorus. 
Francis 
Wilson started his career pla;. :ng the hind legs of 
% camel or the left wing of a bat or something 
Squally important. 
You know it takes study, ap­ 
plication and real work to keep your name in 
ilectric lights for twenty years. 
I’ve seen mine 
there for twenty-one years. 
Yet I regarded the 
ihorus as such an excellent training school that I 
rent back to it tw.ee after I had started playing 
lading business. 


A “Background” for Chorus Girls 


None of this is true now. 
The insults and in- 
Ugnities heaped on the chorus man or chorus girl 
*re such that no sensitive person willingly under­ 
takes that branch of theatrical work. 
However, 
necessity forces many there who could hare 
C 
oated by the training in the old days. 
I can- 
t pay too high a tribute to the men and women 
>f the chorus of today who are fighting against 
Pjch terrible odds. 
I have met many, many won-

chorus now the first thing that is said of her la 
“she is only a chorus girl,” and bye and bye she 
gets the idea, “I'm only a chorus girl, no one 
cares, so what does it matter what I do?” 
I am not one of those people who start hark­ 
ing like an excited fox terrier and try to climb a 
tree for sheer joy at a chance to interfere rn some­ 
one else's morals. 
It is none of my business 
whether any particular member of my trade is 
moral or not. 
W’hat I am concerned in is that 
she shall not be obliged to sell herself in sex 
slavery. 
As a member of a firong labor association no 
chorus girl will have to stand insults and Indigni­ 
ties from managers. 
Sho knows her association 
Is backing her and she knows she can turn for 
protection to any stage hand who will big brother 
her. 
As a labor leader I want to make the chorus 
safe for girls with talent, so that any girl can 
come into it with a full feeling of moral inde­ 
pendence. 
I want to make it so that, they dare 
resent indignities. 
Referring to tho work done 
by the Equity, Chic Sales said to mo, "Thank 
Cod, now I dare let my children go on the stage.” 


The Matter of Pitfalls 


I know where the pitfalls lie, for I was a 
chorus girl. 
I am not trying to give the impres­ 
sion that my youthful path was beset with wicked 
managers and stage-door Johnnies. 
It wasn’t I 
was too homely. 
But my eyesight was good, and 
I know what a girl in the chorus is up against. 
The questions discussed in th*- strike, of man­ 
agers paying for over-long rehearsals, for shoes 
and stockings for the chorus, etc., will have to ba 
eliminated. 
No longer will it be possible for a 
manager to take large sums of money out of the 
pay envelopes of tho chorus. 
Understand, I am 
Fpeaking comparatively hero. 
Even a magician 
could not perform that feat literally—ostensibly 
to pay for the shoes and stockings his people have 
worn out in his service—and pay only about half 
of this sum to the shoemaker, the ultimate des­ 
tination of the rest being a secret known only 
to himself. 
And the Chorus Equity Association will pro­ 
tect the manager quite as much as the members 
of the chorus. 
It will see that the people of the 
chorus play fairly and squarely with the manage­ 
ment that has played fairly and squarely with 
them. 
It will not be necessary for the wary 
manager to pay the chorus on Tuesday rather 
than Saturday for fear they will jump, over the 
week-end, to another show where they hope for 


better treatment. 
And the manager who has 
signed up his chorus for a road tour when the 
New York season shall be over can go to the 
station on the day of departure and know that his 
entire chorus will be there. 


"To Be as a Mother” 


I want my own particular labor union to be as 
a mother, a help and never failing resource to the 
people of the chorus, the one place where they 
can always be sure of help. 
One thing I am going to work for as a labor 
leader—and I shall never cease working for it— 
Is a better understanding between capital and 
labor—-and between actors and managers. 
I do 
not want to fight all managers, I want to bring 
them to a closer understanding of the ador. And 
I do not want to fight all capital. 
Not all wealthy 
people are the criminal blood-sucke rs sonic would 
have us believe. 
I have found many, so many 
who are willing and anxious to work and help 
only they do not know how. 
They have been 
oager for suggestions, enthusiastic in their offers 
of support. 
Mrs. John D. Rockefeller and Mrs. 
William Fellows Morgan have promised to help 
in a plan I have had for years, that of establish­ 
ing, under tho auspices now of the Chorus Equity 
Association, in New York and in every large city 
of the country, a chain of Players’ Houses for the 
people of the theatre. 
This would form a chain 
of real homes where theatrical people could live 
in congenial and comfortable surroundings at 
moderate prices. 
It wouldn’t be un institution or 
a Kirne in the sense that that word is coming to 
be tsevl 
It would be designed especially for their 
needs. 
There would be suppers served after tho 
theatre, a time whe n every one who has been 
brought up in the smell of grease paint gets hun­ 
gry. 
And there would be little sitting room? 
where the girls could receive and entertain the 
men they know--end be courted and maybe get 
married like any other working girl. 
All theso things -the strength which 
the 
Chorus Equity Association has gained from its 
affiliation with the American Federation of Labor 
—•will help win for us. 
But there is a bigger, a 
much bigger thing that wo will get. 
I felt it in 
Syracuse—I have never ceased feeling it and I 
want my people to feel it too—a sense of oneness, 
of closeness to one’s own people—the workers of 
the world.
